Important Suit Scttlmi in the I.nwrence 


County Court,*—Heal Kutute Valued 


at Sl-IO.OOO Involved. 


The suit of Mary M. Witmnn vs. 


Augusta B. McGovuey et al, to set 
aside the will of Thos. McGovuoy, 
terminated in tho Lawrence county 
courts Wednesday. 
A 
verdict 
was 


given, setting aside the will, and estate 
valued at $1-10,000 passes out of the 
hands of trustees and is partitioned be- 
tween two heirs. 


This case has been dragging through 


the Lawrence county courts for five or 
six years. 
The defendants had origin- 


ally retained Hou. H. S. Noal, of Irou- 
Btou, and Hon. Wells A. Hutchiiis, of 
this city, to fight the suit but after tho 
letter's death Judge Thompson was re- 
tained in his stead. 
A. R. Johnson 


and E. F. Williams, represented the 
plaiutilV. 
Motion for a now trial has 


been filed by tho defendants 


Dr. McGovuey was one 
of 
the 


wealthiest men in Southern Ohio. 
Ho 


died in August, 1888. His will, which 
was drawn., up by Judge Baunou, of 
Portsmouth, was made in Nov. 1SST, a 
codicil being added in April, 1888. 


By tho terms of tho will tho doctor 


devised his property to George Willard, 
to bo held in trust for the doctor's two 
daughters, Mrs. Wituiau and 
Miss 


Augusta B. McGovney, \vhc TreLo to 
receive the income from the estate dur- 
ing their lifetime, and at their death 
the income should go to thuir children, 
if there were any. 
In the event of the 


death of either of tho daughters, with- 
out issue, her share was to go to the 
survivor. 
The doctor also made some 


arnall benevolent bequests, 
death -occurred within a 
lapsed. On August Otli, 
Witman began a suit to sot aside her 
father's will on the grounds that at the 
time of making it he was not in proper 
mental condition to dispose of his es- 
tate.^ 


In 
the meantime George Willard 


was removed by the probate court as 
trustee of tho estate and H. C- Burr 
and J. F. Austin were appointed trus- 
tees and W. D. Corn wag appointed ad- 
ministrator, do bonis uon, with will 
annexed. 
In the suit, however, which 


was tried to a jury in March, 18D3, the 
trustees were not made parties, aud as 
tho interested parties made no contest, 
a verdict was easily obtained, setting 
aside the will. 


Then Messrs. Burr and Austin, as 


trustees, came in and askud to be made 
parties defendant, and filed a motion 
to set aside tho verdict on the grounds 
that they were necessary and proper 
parties to the suit. 
The verdict was 


accordingly set aside and a new trial 
granted. 
This latter trial came up at 


the present term, 
and as a special 


docket case was heard by Judge James. 
Tho trial 
began on December 'loth. 


The suit was prosecuted by Mrs. Wit- 
man 011 the ground that her fathers' 
mental condition at the time the will 
was made was such that ho was incap- 
able of making a proper disposition of 
his estate aud that ho was at the time 
under tho undue influence of Georgo 
Willard. 
Tho^hearing of the testimony 


occupied about eight days, closing De- 
cember 23d, and many witnesses were 
examined to show tho mental condition 
of Dr. McGovney, who was ill for sooie 
time previous to making his will.
